As long ago as 
this time last month, when the mountain 
region was siready iully practicaile for 
major operaliots, correspondents on the 
lialien front reported the uninterrupted 
movement by night of trains and convoys 
and masses of troops. The Austrians, in 
endeavouring to put inte practice the prin- 
ciple of surprise adopted with success by 
the German command in the west, enjoyed 
the advantages of interior lines and of 
opportunities of concealing troop move 
ments in an exaggerated form. The con 
figuration and the mountainous nature of 
the Tventine salient conspired to enable 
them te mass reserves at their chosen 
points unobserved, whereas the Italians 
were compelled to manmuvre round the 
outside of the salient by routes at right 
angles to their lines of supply. Despite 
these disabling conditions imposed on 
Genera! Diaz, the record of the first two 
days’ fighting is sufficient to show that the 
Austrian offensive failed altogether to 
invoke the vitel factor ef surprise. 
Apart from demonstrative actions on the 
remainder of the front, the offensive is 
l on the whole front from the mouth 
the Piave in the east up to and d 
the Asiago plateau in the west, This front 
may be div roughly into three secters 
of widely different character.

In 
general on all these three: sectors of the 
front the Austrian infantry--moving to 
the assault in strong columns after an 
artillery preparation of exceptional weight 
and vol , to which the Italian betteries 
replied with great effect—were everywhere 
checked in the first line defensive posi- 
tions ; and already on Saturday, the open- 
ing day of the offensive, counter-attacks 
were organised which stopped their further 
penetration and recovered a good part of 
any ground lost to the initial assault. The 
weight of the offensive appears to have 
been distributed fairly equally in the three 
sectors, and the direction of the main 
attack was doubtless left to be determined 
by the development of the battle. Accord- 
ing to the latest Italian report to hand, 
which deals with the situation as it stood 
yesterday morning, the enemy's only real 
success consisted in the passage of the 
Piave at two chief points; but the bodies 
which had crossed to the right bank were 
then being very closely préssed by the 
Italians, and there is nothing to indicate 
that the security of the Piave line is as 
yet seriously compromised.

week instead of the proper quota. The 
milk supplies alse show a falling off, and 
in Berlin it is difficult to seeure the fat 
ration of 24 ozs, a week. Practically the 
only staple food of which the ration has 
mot been reduced lately is potatoes, 
In Austria the conditions are reported to 
be even worse than in Germany.

Ca are reported to haye caused 
great damage to the fruit in the South of 
England. Cherry trees, in particular, 
have suffered severely. It is estimated 
that in one district half the yield of 
cherries has destroyed. The cater- 
pillar which does the damage is described 
as “a thin green little beast whe would 
lie comfortably across a halfpenny.’’ In 
some quarters it is suggested that the pest 
is due to the ceaseless warfare which 
farmers have waged on birds, especially 
sparrows, during the past two seasons. 
The most effective remedy yet discovered 
is known as “grease banding.” Pieces of 
paper smeared with sticky stuff are tied 
round the trunk of the tree to be pro- 
tected, and the caterpillars are thus pre- 
vented from reaching the fruit. A farmer 
in the Dover district whose place has been 
overrun by another pest, in this ease rats, 
has dealt effectively with them in a novel 
way—by using birdlime. He cut sheets of 
paper into pieces about an inch square, 
daubed them with the lime, and placed 
them on the ground with the prepared side 
upwards. The rats, we are told, “ were 
soon covered with paper and birdlime, and 
in their struggles to get free killed them- 
selves.

If it suc- 
ceeds sufficiently to be «aimed as a vie- 
tory, the spirits of the Austrian people 
will be raised, and Austria may be carried 
ever a difficult period, If failure should 
result, and Austria has to experience any- 
thing in the nature of a defeat that cannot 
be concealed, there may be some interest- 
ing developments in the Dual Monarchy. 
No Empire could fall to pieces more 
quickly than Austria, evén though Russia 
collapsed in a lightning manner, Austria 
has a number of smail States waiting for 
an epportunity to shake themselves free 
from her. 
On the western front the enemy seem 
to have come to a stand-still for the 
moment, but we may expect further great 
battles during the course of the next few 
days. The coming week, perhaps, may 
pass without another great attempt to 
break through the Allied line, but searcely 
longer.

STATEMENT BY SIGNOR 
ORLANDO, 


Signor Orlando, the Prime Minister, an- 
nounced in the Chamber on Saturday (says a 
Press Association telegram), that the great 
Austrian offensive had opened. 

Signor Orlando spoke in the midst of in- 
tense silence to a crowded House. 

He said—“I have to communicate to the
